CRASH 

_According to the account in the 
South China Morning Post，the 
two triple-decker steamers，each 
about 1,000 tons, were heading in 
Opposite directions along the 
Pearl River when the crash oc- 
curred at 12:30 a.m. Sunday. One

Support Bilingual-bicultur 
Education Act 


Californla Senate Bill no. 7 on billingual-blicultural educa- 
tion, which was introduced by state senators Moscone, Alquist， 
Bebr, Gregorio, Robblins, Smith and Stiern, cleared the Assem- 
bly Commlttee on 了 上 ducation with an unanimous vote on 
Ausgust /7. 

The bill would enact the Bilingual-Bicultural 也 ducation 
Act of 1975 to promote bllingualblicultural education Programas 
in the publlic schools. 

It would require each school district to make a census 
and report the number of limited-English-speaking Pupils in 
the_ district， 了 Each such limited-English-speaking Pupil (if ten 
or more such students are in the same grade or age gouP) 
would be requifed to recelve bilingual-bicultural instruction， 
with parental consent， The school district involved would be 
reimbursed 4$400 for cach limited-English-speaking Pupil 
which receive such instruction. 

The bill would provide for establishment of school dis- 
trict advisory committees on bilingualbicultural education. 
It would also provide grants for college students， professors 
and _ implementation of courses in bilingual-crosscultural 
education. 

The bill would have immediate impact on the Californila 
schools in that it would appropriate 叫 76,132,000 for bllingual- 
bicultural education to be used ,over the years from 1976 to 1979. 

East/West has had a consistent stand in Support of 
bilingual-bicultural education; The very existence of East/West 
with our bilingual format and emphasis on cross-cultural trans- 
actions, attests to the deeply-felt feed for bilingual-blicultural 
education. However, the Chinese American communityis not 
to be the sole beneficiary of this proposed law. The superior 
performance of students in bilingual education classes tbrough- 
out the country demonstrate that it is for the good of all our 
many children and future generations，be they white，black， 
brown or other. 

SB 7 is due before the Assembly Committee on Waysand 
Means，chaired by San Francisco Assemblyman 上 oran，thils 
coming Friday, August 15.

China Quietly Builds 
A Powerful Navy

With little notice by the outside world，China has quietly built ap 
what is now regarded as the world's third largest navy. 

So far this new Chinese navy，which has tripled in size since the 
early 1960s，has confined itself to a defensive role of turning 
“China's coastline into a great wall of steel.” Chinese ships have 
not ventured outside their own coastal waters in the Yellow and 
East and South China Seas. 

With 230,000 officers and men，according to the International im- 
stitute for Strategic Studies in London, the Chinese navy is larger 
than the French and British navies combined. The Chinese are also 
reported to have over 1,000 vessels in their fleet 一 60 submarines 一 
possibly including one nuclear submarine 一 and 600 aircraft in their 
land-based naval air arm， 、 

THE PARACELS INCIDENT 

The capacities of this force were demonstrated when the Chinese， 
in a swift and decisive combined seazand-air operation，seized conm- 
trol of the tiny Paracel Islands from South Vietnam ip January， 
1974. 

The Chinese navy's growth has been all the more remarkable be- 
cause the West has traditionally considered that China lacked a 
maritime tradition， and because the Chinese Communists came to: 
power as land-based guerrillas. 

As the Chinese sought to put together a navy, they began with a 
collection of old United States navy ships captured from the Nation- 
alists and then some vessels given them by Moscow before the 
rift. The Chinese are thought to have one Japanese coastal defense 
ship built in 1905. But over the last decade the Chinese have been 
replacing this antique fleet with craft of their own design and con- 
struction. 

COASTAL DEFENSE STRESSED . 

In building their navy，the Chinese cannot have been unmindful 

that in the 19th- century the imperial powers who imposed their 


和 
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special privileges and enclaves on China，a nation that had ljong ， 


prided itself on being the center of the world，came by sea: 
Repeated attacks in the Chinese press on Soviet naval expansion 
suggests they are also acutely aware of that menace. 

According to naval specialists, the Chinese seem to have concen- 
trated on developing a fleet of 700 fast missile，gun and torpedo 
boats，including over 100 comparable to the Soviet Komar class 
armed with Styx surface-to-surface missiles，specially suited to 
coastal defense. The Chinese have also built a_ class of 70 Hu 
Chwan hydrofoil torpedo boats of their own design. 

According to “Jane's Fighting Ships” the Chinese have about 60 
diesel-powered .attack submarines，mostly of Soviet design. But 
they have built twoof their own design, including a Han class with 
atear-drop-shaped hull that was launched in 1972 and is thought to 
be a nuclear vessel.

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Frozen Assef: Key Hurdle 
To American-China Trade 


By RICHARD SPRINGER 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 Top San 
Francisco business leaders came 
back from a 24-day trade mission 
to the People's Republic of China 
several months ago with 3a first- 
hand appreciation of the serious 
hurdles that stand in the way of 
U.S.-China trade，One of the 
major problems mentioned by 
several of the influential busi- 
nessmen in the July issue of San 
Francisco Business is the frozen 
asset question. 

“From a banker's standpoint,，” 
says A. W. Clausen, president of 
the Bank of America“the central 
problem is frozen assets，which 
in simplest terms represent bank 
deposits whose ownership is in 
question but which are claimed 
by China.”Clausen believes the 
issue could be settled indepen- 
dently of the other major issues 
delaying normalization between 
the two_ countries. Clausen ex- 
pects exports from China to the 
U.S.to increase from $115 million 
in 1974 to more than $150 million 
this year.. 

John I. Alioto，Mayor Alioto s 
moustached son and president of 
Pacific Far East Line，believes 
the frozen asset question and the 
jimbalance of trade favoring the 
United States are two issues that 
could be settled before Taiwan's 
status is_ determined. Alioto 
things that President Ford in his 
fall visit to _China will “return 
with a_ settlement of the frozen 
assets question and an agree- 
ment to propose most-favored- 
nation status for China to Con- 
gress.” 

STAGGER 

“IT believe that the gains over 
the next 25 years will stagger the 
imnagination”adds John W. en- 
ney，vice chairman of United 
California Bank. “China will be 
an important factor in the inter- 
national economic scene.” 

William 双 . Morison， presi- 
dent of Foremost-McKesson，be- 
lieves, however, that“China stil 
holds to the jlinethat the solution 
of significant political and diplo- 
matic questions must precede 
mormalization of trade，Pparticu- 
larly importing by China in sig- 
nificant volume.” Morison ex- 
pects development of food prod- 
ucts handled by the China Na- 
tional Oils Cereals，and Food- 
stuffs Trading Corporation to be 
slow. Food products.and technol- 
ogy in that field are low on 
China's priority list, he says. 

The president of Federated 
Department Stores，Ross 了 . An- 
derson，feels that “as long as 
China emphasizes its unique ad- 
vantages in such fabrics as silk， 
pongee，cashmere and angora， 
and in such categories as embroi- 
dery，iti will be contributing to 
world trade.”Anderson also 
praises China's skilled hand work 
and carvings in wood,， stone, and 
metal. He believes China will be 
able to compete in finished gar- 
ment exports to the U.S$. when 
they master this country 's design 
requirements. 

INSURANCE 

Some London and Japanese 
insurance brokers and under- 
writers told_ the Chinese that 
West Coast insurance agents 
“did not have qualified personnel 
to service their accounts,” ac- 
cording to Donald Doyle of John- 
son and Higgins Insurance. Doyle

says West Coast agents do busi- 
ness with the English and Japa- 
nese_ companies that deal with 
China's People's Insurance Com- 
pany and expects West Coast 
companies one day to be working 
with China. 

“Insurance in China is under 
the foreign ministry,， Doyle says.
